Junior soccer in Australis is many things: a 
dream for sporting goods and trophy manufac- 
turers; a huge kindergarten financed and run 
by volunteers; a source of Incredibly good stat- 
istica to prove that the officials preaching the 
“gospel of soccer’ in this continent are doing a 
first-class job; an illusion for some parents to 
see a solfish dream come true;.and a tremoen- 
dousty hard testing ground for the physical and 
moral qualities of children. A soccer rareer is at 
the end of the line only for tho relatively few 
who manage to get through it all. 

For years now the number of juniors in Australian 
soccer has been in the hundreds of thousands but we 
still import ajJarge number of average senior players 
from overseas. In fact, in Australia more children 
play soccer.tit4n any other sport, yet soccer is the only 
sport heavily/Zeliant on imports for its senior teams! 

No doubt the ready availability of accomplished 
overseas players prepared to come to Australia is 
partly responsible for this situation but if we had an 
abundance of home-grown soccer players who would 
worry about imports, apart from a few recognised 
Stars like Roberto Vieri of old who are needed to in- 
spire the locals and draw the crowds? 

We have the numbers, we have ideal climatic condi- 
tions, we have one of the world's best diets, we have ex- 
cellent basic facilities to help young sportsmen to mature. 
All this is proven in most other sports but in soccer the end 
results are appallingly poor. Obviously there must be 
faults in the system. 

One of them must certainly be what is generally 
known as the “‘ugly parent” phenomenon. Those busy 
beavers who run canteens, who drive groups of kids 
across the suburbs to distant soccer grounds, who 
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spend evenings at meetings and most of their free 
time in building and upgrading facilities are, in gener- 
al, the biggest problem in junior soccer. 

People who have spent all their youth kicking a 


soccer ball without any success, who have followed a ~ 


team and its stars for years, who have seen all the 
soccer games on television, have one burning ambi- 
tion as soon as they become parents: their sons are 
going to be the Rossis, the Beckenbauers, the Mari- 
ners, the Keegans of the future. And the way they go 
about it is sufficient to turn youngsters away from 
soccer as soon as they get an opportunity to make 
their own choices, even if they have to wait until they 
are 18 or 28. 

These parents drag their kids along to a soccer 
pitch as soon as they can walk, they give them soccer 
balls to play with (and to ‘‘coach’” them with) and 
they dress them in soccer gear long before the kids 
have any chance of joining a team or of making a 
choice. 

And when the great day comes and their sons ac- 
tually take the field for the first game, visions of 
Rossi and Beckenbauer become ever so vivid, ever so 
real. The “‘ugly parents’’ then become so active 
within the club, so protective, patronising, and ag- 
gressive and the poor kids become pawns in what is 
nothing but the selfish dream of a soccer-crazy adult. 

The fun goes out of the game and the pressures to 
succeed, to earn a place in the team, to score goals, 
make life miserable for many kids. 

Playmates become competitors; enemies who keep 
you out of the team or try to get your place in it; 
coaches and officials are all against you; the other 
parents hate your guts! And your father is shouting 
instructions at you from the sideline, is running up 
and down to follow your movements, is arguing (or 
even fighting) with other parents, is hurling abuse at

the referee . . . and when the game is over and your 
team has lost and you have not scored goals, the drive 
home becomes a Calvary, dinner a session of torture 
and sleep a nightmare. 

You feel like telling your father to stuff the soccer 
ball up his jumper, but you don’t dare; you want to run 
over to the park and have fun with your school mates 
chasing a football, but that would break your father’s 
heart; you wish they had never invented this stupid 
game and you hate it to the point that when you grow 
up you will not want to see a soccer ball again, not to 
mention setting foot on a soccer ground as a specta- 
tor. 

But for the time being you have to go on, also be- 
Cause your father resorts to bribes, like $5 a game and 
$5 for each goal you score, and that’s good money for 
a kid your age! 

If some parents only knew the misery they are causing 
to their children! If they only realised that they are doing 
everything to make sure that their dream of a Rossi or 
Beckenbauer in the family will never come true! If they 
only stopped to think that the parents of the more success- 
ful boys act quite differently, or at least with much ore 
finesse! Quite the contrary. They think the boys who are 
doing well are not better than their own children; it's just 
that their parents are pushing harder, are bribing coaches, 
are putting money into the club or are officials of the club. 
And off they go on.a renewed effort to get on the right 
side of coaches, or to have them sacked; to chase positions 
in the committee or as team managers; to pour time and 
money into the club! And if all that still does not work, 
they drag their children off to another club, at times miles 
away from where they live, in the vain search for some- 
thing that does not exist. 

Some parents and coaches should definitely be 
charged with cruelty to children. 

Federations and clubs do very little to discourage 












the ‘ugly parent’’ syndrome in junior soccer because 
it brings in the numbers, the voluntary work and the 
funds to run the clubs. 

Coaches do their best to combat it for a while, but 
eventually are engulfed by it and, sadly, at times 
become very much part of it. : 

And the end result is that it becomes a force in 
clubs and is reflected in its administration. You will 
find junior clubs where the determination to win at all 
costs is, to say the least, very unsporting; where kids 
are constantly fed hatred for the opposition; where 
injuring a kid from an opposing team becomes an act 
of bravery; where respect for the rules and for the 
referees does not exist. ed 


The dominance of parents, oven those not 80 
“ugty’’, in junior administration Is another hin- 
drance to the emergence of senior players. 
Kids are generally very spoiled; they are given 
“‘star treatment’ at such an early age that thay 
do not learn the hard facts necessary for a 
meaningful soccer career, like discipline, the 
inevitability of having to walt for your chance, 
to sit on the bench. Young boys of 16-18 
expect to walk into the first team as a sacred 
right; they scorn the U/18 and reserve teams 
and feal finished if they don’t get the nod 
before they are 20. 

The emergence of some young players in senior 
teams is nowadays taken as a rule, rather than the 
exception. Players like Blair, Davidson, Selemidis, 
Valentine, Incantalupo, Zinni, Latif, Patikas and 
others are, or were, exceptionally mature for their

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million kids, buf how many players 
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age when they broke into senior soccer, and should not 
be taken as examples. 

It is a Known fact that the average soccer player 
reaches his maturity in the early twenties and his best 
around 25-27, with goalkeepers taking even longer. 
What is this frenzy to have teenagers doing a man’s 


job? 

Despite the “ parents” and the other short- 
comings of our junior system, the sheer number of 
participants produces a very large crop of good young 
players in their late teens: and that is when we lose 
most of the fruits of the juniors’ pregramme. 

With a fragile background, with expectations much 
too high, with a marked indifference from Feder- 
ations and clubs, with pressures of study and of newly- 
discovered social outlets and temptations, the boys 
who have emerged from the junior teams are easily 
lost to the game, both as players and spectators. 

Clubs and federations should create a buffer zone 
between juniors and seniors; well-run competitions 
under the care of the best coaches to give boys the 
opportunity to mature physially and mentally; to 
refine their often mediocre soccer skills; to slow 
down the general pace, to take in the pressures of HSC 
studies and of socal life; to enjoy the game after the 
tremendous pressures of their junior years and before 
the demanding requirements of senior soccer. 

In the early stages of junior soccer there should be 
very little emphasis on competitiveness, and by that I 
don’t mean the absence of competitive tournaments 
as is already the case, but a marked slowing down on 
the pressures applied by parents and clubs. In fact, 
parents should be the ones to receive the initial “‘trai- 
ning” . .. on how to behave; proper lectures by pro- 
fessional educators, to try to‘stop the ‘‘ugly parent’’ 
syndrome. The initial part of the junior program 
should be all] fun, friendship between children and 
parents alike; ‘tindoctrination’’ in sportsmanship, in 


love for the game, in the traditions of the sport and 
the club. Children and nts should be made to feel 
proud and fortunate to be in such a great sport and in 


such a good club. Attendance of the first team’s 
games should be encouraged, senfor stars should 
become their heroes and loyalty to the club a way of 
life. 

In the middle stages of the junior programme there 
should be a definite emphasis on proper coaching of skills 
and physical training, complemented by teaching of the 
rules of the game and-elementary knowledge about diet. 
Apart from many kids not knowing sufficiently the rules 
ofthe ame, there are many who have no idea about how 
to eat before a game. I have often seen kids stuffing them- 
selves with hamburgers and hot dogs just before going on 
to the field, while they are actually in their soccer strips. 

Training sessions should be made interesting, apart 
from effective, and there should be a good sprinkling 
of films and lecture sessions. End-of-season trips, 
even if only to a country centre, should be a must to 
strengthen team spirit and friendship in a relaxed, en- 
joyable atmosphere. 

In the later stages of the junior programme there 
should be more and better of the same, with increas- 
ing emphasis on competitiveness, on specialised 
training sessions, on leadership and responsibilities. 

Whole teams and their coaches, with as many 
parents as possible, should sit together at senior 
games, to learn, to discuss, to have the feeling of what 
the whole club and senior soccer are all about. 

The championship season should finish with a bang, 
like a top four competition, instead of fizzling away. 
The off-season should see some continuation of club 
activity, even if only socials, built around soccer film 
sessions. 

Some weedings should also start to take place so 
that boys who have no chance of making it will not 
continue to delude themselves. And then we should 
remedy the vacuum that exists between junior soccer 
and “‘first-team’’ soccer. The U/18 competition should 
be a very serious affair rather than the shambles it 


has been for the past few years in Victoria, with 
ample provisions being made for study and social re- 
quirements. The boys should be allowed to grow as 
people and as soccer players, at their own individual 
pace, without the extreme pressures of having to 
make it before they are 20. 

One additional shortcoming of the junior pro- 
gramme is the ease with which boys can change clubs 
because of their amateur status. This unsettles teams 
no end and gives the boys the opportunity to look for 
what they may think are greener pastures as soon as 
the going is no longer to their complete liking. You 
have boys moving from one club to another and never 
really settling in anywhere. The game could do with- 
out these drifters who cause all sorts of discipline 
problems and who prompt clubs to enter teams at the 
beginning of the season only to be forced to pull them 
out later because their ‘‘stars’’ have left. 

The federations should stop transfers after the first 
game of the championship season. But in the meantime 
clubs should put on contract any youngster playing in the 
U/I8 and reserve teams, but be reasonable when they ask 
fo transfer. 

There are a lot of fears and misconceptions about 
signing contracts with a club. But really contracts are 
also in the best interest of the boys. 

They make them settle in for at least a couple of 
years, they make them part of the club and recipients 
of expensive coaching. 

Bringing up young players is a very expensive busi- 
ness because for every one coming through the 
system there are thousands who have failed. Good 
players cannot play by themselves, like in tennis, so 
they need a whole team to play with and another one 
to play against. The often used phrase: ‘‘I did not cost 
the club anything, I came through the juniors,”’ is the 
result of one of the greatest misconceptions in soccer. 
True, most of the funds and work were put in by par- 
ents, but by hundreds of parents, not just by the 
parent of the boy who acquires a ‘‘dollar’’ value at the 





There is no doubt that clubs would be prepared to 
put more time and effort into the juniors programme 
if they could expect to derive certain benefits from It. 
But with the mentality of most young players, and 
their parents, and the complicity of the Federations, 
it becomes a lot cheaper to poach oo players from 
other clubs or to import accomplished players from 
overseas, rather than spending years to produce some 
on whom you cannot rely. 

Eagerness for statistics has made the officials 
forget that the major aim of the junior pre me is 
to produce players of the future. Until now the effort 
of thousands and the money gone into the juniors from 
various sources has been mostly wasted when the end 
result is assessed. In the past 1@ years something like 
2 million kids have gone through the junior pro- 
gramme with only a fraction of a percentage point 
making it to senior ranks, 


It is time to reassess the whole junior program, to 
go for quality rather than quantity, to stop taking-ad- 
vantage of the ‘‘ugly’’ and not so ugly parents and put’ 
into the programme more qualified coaches (and less 
trophies), more complete training techniques, more 
officials who know what they are doing. 


But one cannot talk about soccer juniors in Aust- 
ralia without paying tribute to the many hard working 
officials who keep the game going on a week-to-week 
basis; people who started with the juniors when their 
own Kids started, but have remained long after their 
kids left; have in fact become foster parents to thou- 
sands of other kids. These officials represent all that 
is good and noble in the game and in the community 
and definitely deserve appreciation and recognition 
but, most importantly, new sound directions so that 
their work is not wasted; a better structure to give 
them new aims, new targets for which to strive.

Australia. But the Dutch 
winger never got going. 

First he injured an achilles 
tendon during training and was 
forced to miss many of Lions’ 
pre-season es and did not 
make his debut until the NSL 
Cup first round match against 
Brisbane City at Perry Park. 

de Geer was obviously unfit 
and wilted in the hot Queens- 
land sun and had to be substi- 
tuted in the second half. But 
even in the short time he was 
on the park he scarcely 
showed any touches which sug- 
gested he would be an asset to 
the team. 

The Dutchman was then in- 
cluded in the Lions team for a

“The hiring of Rudi Gut- 
endorf and our failure to 
make the last World Cup 
finals are mere symptoms of 
the disease. 

“If we want quick results, 
that is, immediate change, 
then blood will have to be 
spilt. Some people have to 
retire immediately! 

“This Peter Sheean’s got 
some great ideas but he’ll 
soon become in 
Stitutionalised. That won't 
take long, sad to say. 

“Look, I’ve seen soccer in 
different parts of the world 
and I’m positive that we’ve 
go the ability here to take us 
into the top four in the world 


if we plan properly. We’ve 


got eat talent here, on the 
jeld, not off. It’s like feeding 
strawberries to pigs, having 
these good young players 
under the authority of these 
blokes who wouldn't know a 
meray player from a sack of
